City Council Ponders New Board 


The Elba City Council me- 
#ting Tuesday night was rela- 
tively short and with contro- 
versy. All members were 
present and active in the dis- 
cussions and voting. 

First on the agenda was a 
discussion with Ray Williford 
of the Southeast Alabama Pl- 
anning Commission on the de- 
tails of appointing a Board of 
Adjustments. The group was 
told that the city ordinance 
adopted in 1971 called for this 
group to hear appeals from the 
Zoning Board and that their 
action could not be overturned 
by action of the city council. 

Most of the council mem- 

bers voice disapproval of the 
idea of appointing the board, 
Saying, “the people elected us 
to represent them and we sh- 
ouldn’t delegate this to an ap- 
pointed board.” Mayor Sam 
Sawyer also expressed his co- 
olness to the idea by saying, 
“I don’t like the idea of this, 
but you councilmen do the vo- 
ting and if you want it I will 
not fight you.” 
% The council voted to table 
the matter until the next me- 
eting and to consider changing 
the ordinance to delete the pro- 
vision for a Board of Adjust- 
ments. 


The council discussed again 
the proposal of lighting the 
Mulberry ball park at a cost 
of $3,500. No decision was 
made and Recreation Direc- 
tor Alvin Cordell will be asked 
to attend the next regular me- 
eting of the council to discuss 
the status of the recreation 
budget. 


City Clerk Jack Prescott 
and Councilman Ben Carpen- 
ter explained the plans to con- 
vert the basketball court at 
the river pool into a tennis 
court. Two additional secu- 
rity lights will be installed 
for lighting. 


The councilmen were cri- 
tical of themselves for not 
sticking to the prepared agenda 
at each meeting. They ack- 
nowledged that there is too 
much unrelated conversation 
and side issues. According 
to statements by the council- 
men, the meetings could be cut 
much shorter if these side 
issues were saved until another 
time. However, no _for- 
mal action was taken on this 
“matter and the meeting con- 
tinued with the usual relaxed 


atmosphere and side issues. 


Police Chief Johnston pre- 
sented a list of arrests during 
the past month, and the dis- 
position of each case. He re- 
ported that his department col- 
lected a total of $1490 in fines 
during this period. 

Johnston also asked for 
permission to get bids on 110 
pew parking meters as sug- 
gested by the council previ- 
ously. This was discussed for 
some time and the council au- 
thorized the city clerk to so- 
licit bids on 70 new meters, 
omitting the parking spaces on 
the inside of the square. 

Councilman Ronnie Vau- 
ghan then made a motion that 
all parking meters be removed 
completely but the motion died 
for lack of a second. 


Mayor Sam Sawyer read 
the high points in a new sun- 
shine law that is before the 
Alabama Legislature this 
term, The so-called sunshine 
law would force all public sc- 
law would force all public bo- 
ards-councils and committees 
to hold public meetings, ad- 
vertise the times of the meet- 
ings and furnish copies of all 
minutes to anyone requesting 
them. Also if one third or 
more of the group was toge- 
ther at one time and discus- 
Sing business of the board, 
it would be considered a pu- 
blic meeting. The council vo- 
iced disapproval of the bill 
and Sawyer informed them that 
Representative Jimmy Holley 
was also opposed to the bill. 


The council. again  dis- 
cussed the need for a pay 
telephone at the Elba airport. 
The city clerk was instructed 
to tell the telephone company 
that if the company was going 
to insist on the city guaran- 
teeing at least $32 a month 
from the telephone, the Pu- 
blic Service Commission wo- 
uld be contacted on the mat- 
ter. : 

A delegation of people from 
Elba will attend the hearing 
in Montgomery on the closing 
of the railroad depot. Mayor 
Sam Sawyer will lead the de- 
legation and anyone interested 
in attending is urged to con- 
tact Jack Prescott at the city 


hall. The hearing is next 
Tuesday at | p.m. 
The council approved 


buying a $25.00 ad in the Elba 
High School football program 
for next year. This is the 
same ad used before. 


City Clerk Jack Prescott 
reported receipt of the final 
$1,169.69 payment on the Elba 
Airport Master Plan, This 
money will be paid to the en- 
gineering completing the mas- 
ter plan. 


A lengthly discussion on 
the action by the County Co- 
mmissioners keeping all the 
$135,000 federal grant for road 
work left all very confused. 
Coffee and Barbour Counties 
each received a grant. Bar- 
bour split its money with the 
cities but Coffee County has not 
and told a group Tuesday that 
it could not. After the me- 
eting one ofthe commissioners 
was contacted and assured the 
council that if it were legal 
Elba and Enterprise would get 
a share of the money. The 
Elba council voted earlier to 
fight the matter, even if it 
meant the county would loose 
the grant! 


Prescott reported on a re- 
cent inspection of the airport 
by the FAA. Elba was in- 
structed to keep the brush 
clear at each end of the run- 
ways and Prescott informed 
the council this work is un- 
derway. 

Seven youths are working 
in Elba under theSummer Yo- 
uth Program. Five boys and 
two girls are currently work- 
ing. They can work 240 hours 
with the federal_ government. 
paying 90% of their $2.10 sa- 
lary. Prescott said he ex- 
pected more workers within 
a week or two. Presently 
the boys are cutting brush 
at the airport. They then will 
be used to clean out the old 
Beaver Dam Creek Bed that 
caused so much trouble dur- 
ing the recent flooding. One 
of the girls is working in the 
library and another in the po- 
lice department. 


Federal disaster funds of 
$17,500 have been paid to the 
city for damage during the 
February flooding. This is 
one-half of the allowed amount. 
The money must be used to 
repair damage from the flood- 
ing.

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WHITE MOLD CONTROL 

Coffee County peanut pro- 
ducers »ho have a history of 
white mold should consider us- 
ing 50 pounds per acre o7 10% 
Terracior granules at early to 
mid pegging. This material 
can be put out much the same 
way as landplaster or gypsum 
is put out but with the use 
of special equpiment. A can- 
vas or burlap bag attached at 
the back of the equipment will 
help move the granules to the 
zround. Three to four weeks 
later apply an additional 50 
pounds. This gives a total of 
100 pounds which will cost 
about $20 an acre 

Research at Auburn has 
Shown that they make $50-$60 
worth of peanuts extra where 
they use this material in white 
mold infested fields. Inciden- 
tally, as leafspot is controlled 
it seems that white mold in- 
creases.

CANNING FRUITS AND 
VEGETABLES

HOUSE CLEANING 

Work from the least used 
room. Leave the kitchen, ba- 
throom or utility room until 
last since these are working 
rooms that help to get the 
rest of the house clean. 

Complete one room before 
going to another. With things 
carefully planned out, inclu- 
ding quick meals for these 
busy days, actual cleaning sh- 
ould get underway. It is usu- 
ally less confusing to work on 
one room at a time. This 
method also gives a little va- 
riety to the job, such as win- 
dow washing. In addition, one 
room completely clean and sh- 
ining is a source of accom- 
plishment, 


SLOW-COOK POTS HELP 
HOMEMAKER , 

Many busy homemakers and 
working wives are using slow- 


_ Cook pots to prepare their fam- 


ilies’ meals. The one requi- 
rement for successful slow 
cooking is planning ahead. Me- 
als must be planned the day 
before and food started early 
in the morning or the night 
before to be ready on time. 
You can prepare frozen foods 
in slow-cook pots, but this adds 


several hours to the cooking 
time 

One-dish meals, meats and 
casseroles are most suited to 
electric pot cooking which used 
low temperatures for cooking 
periods from eight to 18 hours. 
And pots retain natural fla- 
vor and food nutrients while 
helping tenderize less tender 
cuts of meat. 


CANNING 

Home canning is booming 
this year. But it’s a waste 
of time and energy, and dan- 
gerous, too, to can foods with- 
out following proper instruc- 
tions. Here are some canning 
techniques you may have heard 
about that are both unsafe and 
ineffective. 

Using aspirin and insuffi- 
cient heat treatment are no 
good. There is no evidence 
that aspirin protects against 
spoilage and the lack of heat 
causes an insufficient seal. 

Don't use your dishwasher 
for processing fruits and veg- 
etables. The water temper- 
ature isn’t high enough to pre- 
vent food spoilage. 

Canning fruits and veget- 
ables in the oven is also dan- 
gerous. The temperature do- 
esn't get high enough to des- 
troy bacteria. And jars can 
explode in the oven. Don't 
use your microwave oven for 
home canning either.

MILDEW 

Do you have mildew on 
your shower curtain? Well, 
to get rid of mildew on a 
plastic shower curtain, wash 
the curtain in a tub of de- 
tergent or soap suds scrub- 
bing the surface with a brush, 
and rinse well. Then soak 15 
minutes in a solution of one- 
half cup liquid chlorine bleach 
mixed with each gallon of cold 
water. Rinse and hang the 
curtain up to dry.

How To House Your Plants 


Whether a friend has just 
#iven vou a single tomato in 
a pot or you have a whole in- 
door garden of potted prim- 
roses, ferns, chrysanthemums, 
or chives, the time is bound to 
arrive when you zero in on 
how to house your pet plants. 

What kind of 
should+ You choose? Elegant 
china? Tough 
Glazed oriental pottery? Wov- 
en baskets, plastic or wire? A 
cast-iron jardiniere? Or un- 
glazed clay? 

To decide what containers 
to use to showcase your plants, 
consider some down-to-earth 
information from House 
Plants Indoors/Outdoors, a 
new Ortho garden book. 

Among pot materials, the 
old-fashioned unglazed clay 
ranks highest among the ex- 
perts. As the book points out, 
“these classic, time-honored 
containers are hard to beat.” 
Clay pots help the plant— 
water evaporates through the 
sides and helps the roots stay 
cooler. Clay pots usually range 
in size from 2 to 18 inches in 
diameter—and all have a 
drainage hole. 

For people with indoor 
plants, especially, containers 
of glazed pottery have a lot 
of appeal. These containers 
come either with or without a 
drainage hole. If you want the 
esthetic pleasure of a decora 
tive container and it doesn't 
have a drainage hole, it’s best 
to grow the plant in a slightly

smaller clay pot inside the 
cachepot. 

Plastic pots and_ baskets 
have their virtues. The mate- 
rial is light-weight, less ex- 
pensive than clay, and avail- 
able in the same range of sizes 

You can come up witha real 
decorator look. using all white 
plastic pots, but exercise care 
when vou choose bright colors 
which may tend to appear 
garish. Plastie pots with drain- 
age holes are preferred to 
those without. 

Some container gardeners 
#o for wooden boxes or plant- 
ers. Redwood does especially 
well outdoors. It's rot-resistant, 
long-lasting and attractive. Be 
sure to check how it's put to- 
gether before you select a box 
or planter—metal banding is 
often used and it’s quick to 
rust. The book, House Plants 
Indoors/Outdoors, now avail- 
able at local garden stores, 
offers sound advice: “The bet- 
ter way is to build, or have 
built, your own wooden planter 
boxes, sized to fit your particu- 
lar needs. Don't overlook ma- 
rine plywood as a relatively 
inexpensive material for mak- 
ing planters.” 

Like glazed pottery, baskets 
offer fascinating possibilities 
for interior decoration. But on 
the practical side. all of them 
rot very quickly when sub- 
jected to constant moisture. So 
if you want to use a basket, put 
the plant first into a utilitarian 
pot and then into the basket.

Tuesday afternoon was the 
date for the hearing before the 
Public Service Commission on 
the proposai*by Seaboard Co- 
astline Railroad on the closing 
of the local depot and repla- 
cing it with a mobile unit wo- 
rking out of Dothan. The he- 
aring was held in Montgomery 
and lasted until after 5 p.m. 

A group of about twenty 
people from Elba attended the 
meeting to protest the clo- 
sing. The group was headed 
by Elba Mayor Sam Sawyer. 

Speaking for the group were 
Sawyer, Attorney Bill Stokes, 
Commissioner Flournoy Whit- 
man, Robert..Folsom and Coun- 
cilman Virgil Coleman.. One 
businessman from Brundidge 
also protested the move. 

No action was taken by the 
Commission. Various commi- 
ssioners told this newspaper on 
Monday that no action would be 
taken for at least six weeks 
and possibly longer. 

Commissioner Jim Ziglar 
said in a Monday interview 
that he would not vote to do 
anything that would hurt the 
economy of this community. 
He was not at the hearing Tu- 
esday, due to another hearing 
in Washington, but promised to 
read all transcripts. 

Commission President 
Kenneth Hammonds was also 
questioned Monday and said 
he would give Elba every con- 
sideration. He also is not in 
favor of cutting services and 
said it would take hard evi- 


Holley Introduces Bill 


For Vote 


Representative Jimmy Hol- 
ley has released information 
this week on a bill he is in- 
troducing in the Alabama Le- 


.gislature. The bill is the one 


he has promised on the build- 
ing of two new courthouses in 
Coffee County. It is a simple 
yes or no vote and gives ample 
time for county citizens to 
collect names on a petition 
to construct one new court- 
house and move the county 
seat to New Brockton. 


Holley’s bill gives the pe- 
tition seekers until ninety days 
before the general election of 
1976 to secure signatures of 
51% of the registered voters. 
Work is now underway with 
such a petition. It calls for 
the Governor to call an elec- 
tion on moving the county seat 
to-New Brockton. If this pe- 
tition is successful, the bill 
by Holley will become void, 
according to Section 6 of his

Water & Electric Crews Get Raise 


The Elba Water and El- 
ectric Board met Tuesday ni- 
ght of this week. All mem- 
bers were present. However, 
Mayor Sam Sawyer was late 
arriving due to attending a len- 
gthly hearing in Montgomery. 
The hearing was before the 
Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission concerning the clo- 
sing of the railroad depot. 


Water Board Chairman Ch- 
arles Hayés opened the meet- 
ing with a report on the fin- 
ancial report on the Board. He 
reported the power bill was 
comparitively low at $34,- 
922.81. This is the bill for 
power used in April which was 
a mild month with little use 
of heat or cooling. The cur- 
rent bills were high at $14,- 
590.63 due to repairing some 
flood damage and buying some 
equipment for the planned ex- 
pansion project. 


Hayes reminded the board 
members of the July Ist re- 
suming of payment of mon- 
thly payments on 1948, 1951, 
and 196] water and electric 
bonds. This payment was sus- 
pended one year ago when the 
reserve fund built up above 
the required amount and this 
excess was used to meet the 
monthly payments for twelve 
months. The payments on the 
three bond issues will total 
about $5,000.00 a month. 

Hayes reported that a ch- 
eck on power meters by an 
outside engineer had resulted 
in finding several meters re- 
gistering short and these have 
been corrected and will re- 
sult in additional revenue for 
the Board. 

He also read a letter from 
the Army Corp of Engineers 
in response to his request for 
4 Survey on re-opening the Pea 
River Power Dam for power 
zeneration. The Corp has no 
authority to conduct this sur- 
vey, according to the letter 
received by Hayes. 

The application for a low 
interest FHA lon for the ex- 
mansion of the electric lines 
mut Smith Avenue and other 
reas has been completed-and 
tailed, according to Hayes

Union Out 
On Strike 


Members of Local Lodge 
2003 International Association 
of Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers AFL-CIO, Daleville, 
Alabama held a special meet- 
ing at the Farm Center, New 
Brockton, Alabama on Sunday, 
June 8, 1975, and rejected No- 
rthrop Worldwide Aircraft Se- 
rvices, Inc.’s final contract 
offer. They also voted by 93% 
to go on strike against the Com- 
pany at 4:00 a.m., Monday, 
June 9, 1975. 

Union Officials state that 
negotiations started with No- 
rthrop in January 1975 and that 
membership refused the Com- 
pany offer on February ‘th, 
1975. Membership voted at 
that time to let the Repre- 
sentatives and Negotiating Co- 
mmittee continue to negotiate 
and try to reach an agree- 
ment, without a strike, on a 
day to day basis. They also 
voted to give the committee the 
right to call a strike at any 
time, if necessary. Sincethen, 
negotiations have continued for 
four (4) months, yet the Com- 
pany has refused to budge on 
its economic offer made on 
February 7, 1975. The Com- 
pany offered approximately a 
five (5) % increase in wages 
and fringes without a cost of 
living clause. The May 12th 
issue of U. S. News and Wo- 
rid Report stated that “Wage 
increases in contracts nego- 
tiated during the first three 
(3) months of this year aver- 
aged 12.5 percent, compared 
with %.8 percent in the last 
quarter of 1974.” 

Union officials state their 
Main issues involve economics 
(wages, pension plan and cost 
of living) They also state 
that even though normally they 
are opposed to binding arbi- 
tration they proposed to the 
Company, the Army and the 
Federal Mediator that the eco- 
homic issues be submitted to 
binding arbitration, to avoid a 
work stoppage, but the Com- 
pany’s attorney Mr. Edward E 
Soule from Oklahoma City, Ok- 
lahoma refused their offer

The first parent to speak 
was Mrs. Dorsey. She related 
that her husband had told her 
not to attend unless she had 
something constructive to sug- 
gest.
